Nos.  214-218  are  extremely  fine  in 
delicacy  of  form  and  color.  Of  the  Arabic  glass  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  Nos.  229,  230,  233  and  above  all  of  No.  235  the 
"Fairy  Beaker"  which  is  even  unequalled  by  the  one  in  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  and  No.  236  which  is  magnificent  in  size, 
importance  and  rarity. 


Pottery:  Of  the  Rakka  faiences,  marvellous  specimens,  to 
mention  only  a  very  few,  are  Nos.  105,  117,  286,  290,  291,  295. 
A  very  rare  type  is  the  so-called  Samara  ware;  see  Nos.  280-281. 
Syro-Egyptian  vase  No.  119  is  the  only  one  we  know  of  its  kind. 
A  fine  well  preserved  and  representative  example  of  the  famous 
Sidtanabad  ware  is  No.  96.  Rhodian  ware  is  represented  by  Nos. 
113-114,  splendid  in  color  and  preservation.  Of  the  Hispano- 
Moresquc  faience,  the  absolutely  unique  specimen  No.  121  has  no 
equal.  In  the  Damascus  ware  specially  worthy  of  attention  is 
No.  279. 

There  are  a  number  of  important  Persian  and  Indian  minia- 
tures and  manuscripts,  among-  which  are  Nos.  145-147,  324-327, 
and  329. 

Of  the  Greek  and  Roman  statuary  and  bronze  objects,  Nos.  166 
to  169  deserve  special  mention  and  particularly  the  Heroic  Bust 
of  Sappho  No.  348. 

Amber  carving:  vase  No.  344  is  superior  to  the  best  known 
of  its  kind,  the  famous  amber  amphora  in  the  Museo  Nazionale 
(Rome) . 

The  French  embroidered  Tableau,  No.  345,  representing  the 
conversion  of  Saint  Paul  on  his  way  to  Damascus  has  no  equal, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  one  representing  Adam  and 
Eve  in  the  Cluny  Museum,  Paris. 

Wood-Carvings.  The  two  wood-carvings  Nos.  346-347  have  no 
equal  representation  in  any  collection  or  public  museum. 

The  above  mentioned  specimens  are  but  a  few  of  those  which 
might  be  termed  exceptionally  rare  in  the  collection  and  which 
are  now  offered  at  public  auction.

341    IVORY  PLAQUE  ARABIC,  12th  CENTURY 

A  most  beautiful  and  rare  circular  plaque  of  ivory  finely 

0  decorated  with  enamel  and  gold  in  light  relief.  The  center 
decoration  comprises  a  deer  with  a  bird  perched  on  its  back 
among  ornamentations  of  branches,  leaves  and  trefoils.  The 
colors  represented  being  deep  red,  green,  yellow  and  black. 
Around  the  border  is  a  circular  frame  of  Arabic  inscription 
on  black.  A  very  rare  object  and  as  far  as  we  know  no 
American  museum  has  anji:hing  like  it.

A  very  important  plaque  of  ivory,  made  reddish  by  age.  It 
forms  a  square  frame  enclosing  a  center  figure  representing 
the  Virgin  Mary  carved  in  high  relief  with  her  hands  brought 
together  in  the  attitude  of  prayer.

344  AMBER  AMORINE  VASE  greek,  early  Roman  empire 
This  wonderful  amber  carving  is  considered  the  finest  object 
of  its  kind  known.  It  is  far  superior  in  foiTn,  size  and  artistic 

^  ^  quality  to  the  well-known  amber  urn  in  the  National  Museum 
at  the  Terme  in  Rome.  The  form  of  our  vase  is  that  of  a 
Greek  amphora  with  two  minute  handles,  and  a  base-knob. 
Around  the  body  of  the  vase  is  a  row  of  artistically  carved 
Amorines  in  late  Greek  style  supporting  a  garland  below  the 
neck  of  the  vase.  The  impression  produced  by  this  beautiful 
object  is  indescribable  and  it  is  impossible  to  decide  which  of 
its  principal  characteristics  is  more  to  be  preferred — the  gen- 
eral form,  or  the  artistic  carving.  The  material  is  a  deep 
brown  amber  of  a  variety  that  with  certainty  could  not  have 
come  from  the  Baltic  amberbeds,  but  probably  from  Sicily 
or  Persia.

This  absolutely  unique  mastei-piece  is  executed  on  a  back- 
ground of  silk  or  linen,  but  the  whole  surface  is  entirely 
covered  with  thread  needle-work  in  silk,  silver  and  gold.  It 
represents  in  a  most  admirable  and  naturalistic  grouping  the 
conversion  of  saint  Paul  while  on  his  way  to  Damascus.  In 
the  sky,  a  little  to  the  right,  is  seen  Christ  with  outstretched 
arms,  in  the  style  of  Raphael's  well  known  fresco  representing 
Adam  and  Eve,  or  that  of  Michael  Angelo  representing  the 
creation  of  Eve,  in  the  Sistine  chapel.  The  central  part  of 
the  picture  shows  the  confusion  caused  by  the  apparition. 
Horsemen  are  seen  dashing  forward,  while  the  center  is  oc- 
cupied by  the  saint  fallen  from  his  horse  and  supported  by  an 
attendant.  The  men  as  well  as  the  horses  are  minutely  treated 
and  seem  to  be  attempts  at  portraiture.  The  personages  have 
all  been  struck  with  blindness  and  their  expressions  depict  the 
awe  experienced  at  the  sudden  apparition.  The  foreground 
contains  a  motley  assemblage  of  animals,  such  as  serpents, 
lizards,  a  lion,  a  boar  and  others  of  evil  nature,  all  fleeing  in 
terror.  In  contrast  with  these  are  gentle  birds  of  minute 
execution. 

Very  few  pieces  of  this  kind  are  known  to  exist.  The  only  one 
that  we  know  of  to  compare  with  this  one  is  that  representing 
Adam  and  Eve  in  the  Musee  de  Cluny,  Paris.

Made  of  wood  and  in  fine  preservation.  A  Roman  sarcophagus 

'^l"^  with  sculptures  in  good  preservation  is  an  exceedingly  rare 
object,  and  no  specimen  of  this  type  is  found  in  any  American 
museum.  The  carving  represents  a  combat  in  the  circus 
between  gladiators  and  wild  beasts  such  as  lions  and  boars.

The  action  is  depicted  with  much  spirit  in  deep  relief.  Below 
the  arena  are  seen  the  vaulted  passages  and  the  arched  sup- 
ports of  the  arena.  In  each  arch  is  a  rosette  instead  of  the 
usual  water  gate,  used  for  filling  the  arena  with  water.  Im- 
portant for  the  history  of  wood-carving.

These  mystical  animals  serving  as 
amulets  to  keep  away  evil  influences  from  the  deceased,  are 
refreshing  themselves  from  the  springs  of  life.  A  similar 
scene  is  represented  on  a  coat-of-mail  of  Caligula,  carved  on  a 
statue  in  the  Vatican  Collection.

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HEROIC  GREEK  BRONZE  BUST  OF  SAPPHO 


348    HEROIC  BRONZE  BUST,  PROBABLY  OF  SAPPHO 

GREEK,  5TH-4TH  CENTURY  B.  C. 

This  is  a  bust  of  heroic  size  representing  a  female  figure  of 
remarkable  character  and  beauty  and  with  many  features 
characteristic  of  the  work  of  the  Greek  masters  of  the  fifth 
century  B.  C.  It  is  believed  to  represent  Sappho,  the  poetess 
of  the  Greeks.  The  whole  expression  is  one  of  intelligence, 
beauty  and  culture  combined,  characteristics  such  as  we 
would  find  in  the  great  poetess.  The  general  appearance  of 
Q  ^  the  bust  is  idealistic,  but  there  are  many  signs  of  portraiture. 
The  top  of  the  head  shows  the  hair  smoothed  like  a  cap  such 
as  that  of  the  Delphi  charioteer,  and  that  on  the  relief  repre- 
senting the  crowning  of  Triptolemus  from  Eleusis  (now  in 
the  Athens  Museum).  Another  sample  of  this  style  is  that 
of  Apollo  from  the  western  gable  of  the  temple  of  Zeus  at 
Olympia.  The  frontal  tresses  of  the  hair  recall  the  modelling 
and  design  of  the  bronze  copy  of  Polyclitus  Amazon  (Salomon 
Reinach:  Recueil  de  tetes  antiques,  1903,  pi.  57).  The  hair 
is  gathered  at  the  top  and  forms  a  toupet  which  is  found  on 
many  antique  statues,  such  as  the  left  hand  Caryatid  from 
the  Erechtheum  in  Athens,  now  in  the  British  Museum,  also 
on  the  Apollo  Belvedere,  the  Apollo  of  Paramythia,  etc. 
The  largest  deteriorated  surface  is  found  along  the  lower 
margin  of  the  dress,  below  the  neck  behind  the  head.

The  central  field  contains  five  parallel  rows  of  conventionalized 
large  and  small  hexagons  in  rose  and  white,  alternating  with 
more  circular  florets  in  white  and  green,  each  center  of  four 
is  boldly  designed  with  green  leaves  with  serrated  edges  and 
dark  central  rib,  all  on  blackish  ground.  The  frame  is  wide 
and  pale  green,  with  a  boldly  designed  suite  of  alternating 
rosettes,  petals  and  feathers  between  minor  flowers  and  be- 
tween two  broken  lines  of  a  linear  narrow  design  like  a  roof 
and  a  boat,  in  white,  red,  yellow  and  black. 


In  this  superb  carpet  the  general  color  is  bright  red  with  some 
light  yellow,  blue  and  green  on  a  central  ground  of  white.  The 
large  field  is  covered  with  ornamentations  in  six  horizontal 
rows  of  conventionalized  trees  interspersed  with  mosque 
lamps  upon  leaves  and  tendrils  springing  outward.  The  whole 
white  ground  is  covered  with  minute  flowers  which  consist  of 
tulips,  lilies  and  other  conventionalized  plants,  all  forming  a 
most  magnificent  effect.  Two  narrow  borders  of  vari-colored 
flowers  on  yellow  ground  separate  a  wider  one  of  bright  red 
with  groups  of  two  animals,  lion  and  deer  and  tiger  and  deer, 
at  each  corner.  The  main  border  is  a  later  addition.
